Some  ot  the  recent 
frauds  which  have  been  perpetrated  on  the 
unsuspecting  pnbile  seem  too  preposterous  to 
be  true. 

Some  of  the  skeptical  population  might  be 
enlightened,  were  they  to 'dip  Into  the  court 
records  of  1933  for  the  State  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  Here  they  would  find  s  tale  that  would 
make  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  salesmen  look  Uke 
a  group  ot  school  boys. 

Among  the  more  famous  cases  is  the  Bos¬

SAN  FRANCISCO  Sept.  25  —Modern 
communities  come  a  long  way  from  tak¬ 
ing  full  Advantage  of  modem  medicine 
and  the  men  trained  to  practice  it.  But 
the  doctor  himself  may  be  at  fault  in 
part  at  least  for  this  condition. 

This  charge  was  voiced  by  Dr.  Lang¬ 
ley  Porter,  former  dean  of  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University  of  California  at 
the  44th  annual  convention  of  the  Idaho 
State  Medical  Association,  recently  con¬ 
cluded  in  Boise. 

Talking  to  the  subiect  of  "The  Family 
Doctor,"  the  former  dean  said  that  com¬ 
munities  fail  to  avail  themselves  of  modfr~ 
em  medical -procedures  as  fully  as  they 
should  "because  modern  doctors  do  not 
present  themselves  to  patients  in  a  way 
that  makes  clear  all  of  the  health  sarv- 
ices  which  they  can  bring*  to  meet  the 
health  needs  of  their  fellow  man."  Dr. 
Porter  stated,  however,  that  practicing 
doctors  cannot  always  de  all  there  is  to 
be  done  for  patients.  ^ 

Shopping  around  for  a  doctor  from 
office  to  office,  seeking  diagntys  and 
remedies  from  drug  stores,  friends  and 
neighbors,  and  putting  faith  in  testi¬ 
monials  printed  as  lures  for  patent  medi¬

Any  proper  complaint  or  announcement,  if  judged  to 
have  news  value,  is  always  treated  as  such  by  The  Guards-' 
man.  The  Ram's  Horn  column  is  always  open  to  the  pen 
.  (typewriter  preferred)  of  either  student  of  instructor. 

No  particularly  annoying  event  or  request  has  inspired 
this  writing.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  the  result  of  a  series  of 
suggestions  and  even  requests  by  some  faculty  'members 
that  certain  matters  be  treated  editorially,  and  even  in 
some  cases  that  the  faculty  member  write  the  editorial.

One  should  choose  his  food  according 
to  his  daily  living  routine,  but  under  no 
circumstances  should  he  be  constantly 
thinking  about  getting  just  the  right  kind 
of  food  regardless  of  the  amount  of  worry 
and  mental  anxiety  which  it  may  cause 
him.  The  very  worry  he  goes  through 
many  times  makes  any  kind  of  food  in¬ 
digestible.  A  normal  individual  caff  digest 
any  food. 

The  effects  of  emotional  disturbances 
upon  the  digestive  system  have  been 
showrr best  toy  the  experiments  conducted 
upon  lower  animals,  chiefly  the  cat  and 
dog.  By  taking  a  mother  cat  away  from 
her  litter  of  young  kittens,  the  X-ray 
showed  a  complete  halt  in  the  movements 
of  the  digestive  tract.  When  she  was 
patted  on  the  head  and  reassured,  the 
normal  movements  began  again. 

•  In  experiments  upon  dogs,  the  influ¬ 
ences  of  emotions  upon  the  flow  of  diges¬ 
tive  juices  has  been  demonstrated.  It  has 
been  .found  that  the  flow  of  saliva  was  in¬ 
creased  by  pleasurable  sensations — the 
sight  and  smell  of  appetizing  food,  the 
presence  of  someone  the  dog  liked.  But 
if  a  cat  or  another  dog  Was  brought  into 
the  room,  or  if  a  frightening  noise,  a  dis¬ 
charge  of  a  pistal,  occurred,  the  flow  of 
saliva  instantly  ceased. 

Man,  being  an  animal,  reacts  the  same 
way  to  the  various  external  stimuli  which 
have  a  tendency  to  inhibit  either  the 
movements  in  the  digestive  tract  or  the 
flow  of  digestive  juices.  Such  emotions 
as  anger,  fear,  rage,  worry,  and  a  host  of 
others  are  typical  of  this  group.  The  age 
old  advice,  "Take  a  little  something  to 
oat,  it  will  make  you  fool  bottor"  is  very 
bad  advice.  No  one  should  attempt  a 
meal  under  the  influence  of  these  emo¬ 
tions.  Wait  until  you  are  perfectly  calm, 
until  all  of  your  emotions  are  well  under 
control.  You'll  feel  better.

It  might  help  the  bor¬ 
rowed  knowledge"  to  get  a  better  mark  on  the  particular 
examination,  but  probably  not;  for  the  instructor  generally 
knows  whether  or  not  the  student  has  enodgh  knowledge  to 
answer  certain  questions.  Pj 

True  jt  is  that  in  a  few  instances  some  borrowedanswers 
will  bring  a  better  grade.  Even  so,  what  then  has  the  student 
gained?  A  grade  in  itself  is  of  little  importance.  When  the 
student  has  left  college,  his  grades  will  be  of  no  Importance, 
either  to  him  or  to.  the  world. 

That  last  point,  incidentally,  is  one  that  certain  instruc¬ 
tors,  those  who  have  led  almost  strictly  academic  lives  and 
who  are  not  fully  aware  of  how  the  world  of  practicality  is 
run,  would  do  well  to  consider .

A 
feeling  that  the  job  has  been,  or  is  being, 
done  in  a  mariner  highly  acceptable  to  the 
spirit  of  the  trade  or  profession  means 
much. 

Since  all  people  are  more  or  less  subject 
to  human,  traits  and  emotions,  praises  and 
criticisms  are  at  least  noticed,  the  extent 
of  the  notice  depending  upon  the  psycho¬ 
logical  make-up  of  the  recipient.

The  following  editorial,  appearing  recently  in  San  Jose 
Statefs  Spartan  Daily,  under  the  title,  "Why  Bother,"  seems 
rather  timely  in  view,  of  the  class  elections  held  in  the  col¬ 
lege  recently.  One  cannot  help  agreeing  that  it  serves 
effectively  to  point  out  "the  futility  of  it  all." 

"An  anachronism,  if  it  ever  had  any  life  in  it,  is  the 
organized  college  class.  A  new  quarter  opens.  Half  a  dozen 
students  meet,  elect  themselves  listlessly  to  office,  then 
proceed  with  three  monfhs'  futile  effort  to  stir  up  that 
phantom  something  vaguely  designated  as  class  spirit. 

"It  ought  to  be  apparent  to  the  most  naive  freshman  that 
the  ejass  as  a  whole  isn't  interested,  that  the  most  herculean 
efforts  cannot  make  it  interested.

The -itinerary  of  the  trip  that  Amori  will 
lead  is  principally  in  Italy,  with  a  short 
time  spent  in  France  and  Switzerland.  The 
Boulogne,  France;  Paris,  France;  Mar¬ 
seilles,  France;  the  towns  along  the  Riviera, 
including  Monte  Carlo,  are  the  French 
cities  that  are  visited.  In  Italy  Genoa, 
Rapello  Livorno,  Ceona,  Orbetello,  and 
Rorrie,  the  capital  of.  Italy,  are  on  the  list 
of  stopping  places.

Student  decision  triumphed  last  week,  settling  definitely 
a  question  that  for  three  semesters  has  now  and  then  come 
into  the  focus  of  the  spotlight  of  discussion,  favorable  and 
otherwise. 

Paul  M.  Pitman,  assistant  to  President  Archibald  J. 
Cloud,  and  head  of  morning  classes,  noted  for  his  strong 
desire  to  see  students  think  logically  for  themselves,  is  the 
man  responsible  for  the  concrete  settlement  of  the  erst¬ 
while  problem. 

(Occasionally  some  long-haired  student  or  overly  consci¬ 
entious  member  of  the  faculty* has  made  complaint  of  the 
alleged  volume  of  noise  created  in  the  Extension  building 
study  hall.  On  page  one  of  this  issue  of  THE  GUARDSMAN 
is  a  news  story  dealing  with  the  settlement. 

It  may  be  that  students  have  become  imbued  with  the 
psychology  that  teaches  the  value  of  study  and  concentra¬ 
tion  under  adverse  distracting  conditions.  Perhaps  eager 
to  develop  thusly,  they  have  decided  that  conditions  cur¬ 
rently  existent  in  the  study  hall  are  quite  satisfactory. 

Those  who  hare  actually  stopped  to  analyze  the  matter, 
however)  and  who  have  taken  observation  of  study  hall 
conditions,  have  found  that  "the  noise  has  seldom  been 
such  that  it  would  distract  anyone  with  an  average  ability 
at  concentration.

Patience,  though  it  is  indeed  a  virtue,  is  inclined  to  wear 
down  when  it  is  taxed  too  much.  When  the  same  request 
is  made  time  after  time,  only  to  be  ignored,  patience  is 
liable  to  be  lost  altogether. 

Take,  for  example,  the  problem  of  the  congestion  on  the 
steps  of  the  Extension  Building.  Again  and  again  students 
have  been  asked  to  use  the  front  steps  only  when  they  are 
leaving  the  building.  The  mezzanine  floor  entrance,  it  has 
been  pointed  out,  is  to  be  used  for  entering  the  building. 
Students  also  have  been  requested  to  keep  moving  on  the 
steps  and  to  save  their  conversational  tete-a-tetes  until 
they  have  reached  the  sidewalk. 

So  far  these  requests  have  been  almost  entirely  ignored.

Accepted  in  the  proper 
manner,  this  program  would  have,  been,  without  doubt,  a 
huge  success.  Instead,  the  rally  went  down  as  "a  flop", 
and  merely  because  certain  selfish  and  impolite  people 
couldn't  resist  the  temptation  to  show  off. 

The  main  culprit  on  this  occasion,  and  on  many  previous 
occasions,  were  a  group  of  the  so-called  "heroes"  of  the  col- 
lege.  This  group  of  overgrown  high  schooUads  occupies  a 
certain  section  of  the  auditorium  at  all  rallies,  which  might 
well  be  called  "the  hooting  section."

This  club,  made  up  of  women 
who  are  taking  courses  in  household  arts, 
is  one  of  the  most  active  that  we  know. 
Last  semester,  the  HAA  gave  a  tea,  a  big 
fashion  show,  and  several  other  social  af-, 
fairs,  and  the  club  is  planning  another  full 
social  calendar  for  the  spring  term. 

To  join  the  HAA,  you  must  take  at  least 
one  course  in  'household  arts.  We  under¬ 
stand  that  a  large  percentage  of  women 
students  does,  so  that  this  is  not  a  very 
stringent  qualification.

Leslie  Howard  it  a  sincere  and  honest 
actor  working  for  the  best.  His  attitude  to¬ 
ward*  Shakespeare  proves  this.  Whether 
you  agree  with  him  in  this  or  not,  his  San 
Francisco  performance  did  have  a  good 
deal  more  life  than  many  others;  his  com¬ 
pany  had  more  freshness  than  any  ever 
seen  before  on  the  west  coast.  He  has  the 
good  theatre  sense  and  the  appreciative^ 
mind  to  realize  that  Shakespeare  is  not' 
dated,  just  slow  to  a  twentieth-century 
audience.  He  realized,  as  any  ardent 
theatre  lover  will,  that  Hamlet  is  a  glori¬ 
fied  melodrama  that  has  as  much  appeal 
to  our  day  as  it  did  to  his. 

But  audiences  of  today  are  not  apt  to 
sit  three  hours  for  an  uncut  version  that 
was  originally  written  for  a  noisy,  coming 
and  going  Elizabethean  audience.  Today 
the  average  intelligence  of  the  crowd  in 
"the  pit"  is  comparatively  high — a_ thought 
told  once  remains  In  the  memory.  Thus: 
the  much  ado  over  the  poisoned  sword  is 
cleft  in  two  and  the  play  gams.  Thus,  as 
•  well:  Hamlet's  scene  yy»th  his  mother  is 
kept  within  proportion,  retaining  its  sting 
but  losing  its  length.  So,  many  other 
scenes  gain,  also.  . 

By  way  of  setting,  Mr.  Howard's  was  in 
spirit  as  well  as  flood  taste.  It  lent  itself 
readily  to  quick  and  imaginative  scenes. 
And,  in  the  editing,  short  scenes  that 
follow  on  one  and  another,  were  occasion¬ 
ally  run  together  in  one  set.  The  play 
gained  again,  the  pace  was  steady  and 
smart.  The  costumes  were  in  spirit  with 
today.  Ophelia  was  no  longer  draped  in 
white  nor  carried  flowers  in  her  madness. 
There  was  a  black  gown  to  fit  the  occasion 
so  in  .keeping  with  the  action,  that  you 
wondered  why  it  had  not  been  done  before. 

Mr.  Howard  seems  to  have  bu|lj  his 
whole  production  around  two  aims :  Shake¬ 
speare  for  today — buf  Shakespeare!  He 
had  his  music  to  fit  the  occasion  and  tlje 
:  historical  period  by  Virgif  Thomson,  a  ripe 
and  generous  talent;  a  mime  by  Agnes  de 
Mi  lie,  for  the  play  within  the  play — a 
musical  bit  of  speech  and  movement.  And 
Leslie  Howard,  himself,  gave  the  title  role 
an  injection  of  the  same  modern  spirit. 

There  were  faults  to  be  found  by  this 
writer — mainly  in  Mr.  Howard.  But,  as 
Mr.  Howard  added  in  a  curtain  speech, 
"we  might  talk  about  Hamlet  all  night  and 
yet  not  agree."  What  appeared  as  out  of 
spirit  with  both  the  character  and  the  play 
was  his  reading  of  the  "Now  I  am  alone" 
speech.  It  suggested  more  of  a  separate 
reading  than  a  part  with  the  play.  Yet,  if 
one  found  fault  with  this  speech,  the  "To 
be,  or  not  to  be"  was  faultless.  He  spoke 
it  with  such  intent  and  consideration  that 
it  really  seemed  "the  speaking  of  his 
mind."  • 

As  to  those  impressive  New  York  critics 
who  so  wrongly  labeled  Mr.  Howard's 
production  with  several  crude  adjectives, 
it  is  interesting  to  dote  that  plans  are  afoot 
to  open  new  plays  in  San  Francisco  and 
then  take  them  to  New  York.  It  would 
appear  that  New  York  has  lost  its  sense 
of  discrimination!

The  Executive  Council  of  the 
college  welcomed  the  coming  of 
Spring  in  fitting  fashion  by  stag¬ 
ing  another  of  its  epic  gatherings 
on  last  Thursday,  March  5.  This 
was  the  fourth  in  the  series  of  his¬ 
tone  meetings  held  by  this  semester's  stu¬ 
dent  officers  who  are  reported  to  be  strug¬ 
gling  valiantly  in  an  effort  to  approve  the 
budget  before  the  first  of  June.  They  arf 
domg  this,  they  announced,  because  they 
realize  that  the  college  can  have  no  officia 
expenditures  until  this  measure  has  beer 
passed  upon. 

The  arrival  of  your  scribe  preceded  that 
of  any  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  sc 
he  entered  Room  204,  seat  of  student  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  selected  a  chair  in  the  reai 
m  order  to  cover  the  momentuous  debate: 
without  being  too  conspicuous.  It  was  i 
warm  spring  day,  and  while  the  scribe  was 
gazmg  out  the  window,  admiring  the  blue 
sky,  the  room  suddenly  became  filled  with 
bright-eyed  student  executives,  all  of 
whom  seemed  unusually  eanest  and  busi¬ 
nesslike  Your  correspondent,  whose  sole 
experience  in  watching  the  affairs  ot 
school  governing  bodies  had  been  confined 
to  those  of  high  schools,  was  able  to  de¬ 
tect  a  certain  maturity  and  sense  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  these  college  Men  and  wom¬ 
en  that  contrasted  strongly  witfrthe  friv¬ 
olous  and  adolescent  attitude  displayed  by 
the  prep  institutions  in  their  attempts  to 
stage  an  intelligent  meeting. 

PINS  STILL  STICK 

President  James  Neal,  looking  vVry  of- 
.  fxiai  indeed,  called  the  meeting  to  order 
with  an  impressive  smash  of  Jus  gavel.  He  I 

instructed  Secretary  Marie  McKnight  to 
■  read  the  minutes  of  last  week's  gathering, 
at  which  several  noteworthy  measures  were 
inaugurated,  including  the  much  discussed 
budgetary  appropriation  for  Council  pins. 

Under  old  business,  Chairman  Neal 
called  fora  report  of  the  various  commit¬ 
tees  that  he  had  appointed  during  the  past 
weeks  The  group  that  had  been  studying 
the  yell -leader  question  reported,  in  a 
comprehensive  and  intelligent  fashion, 
thit  its  study  of  the  constitution  disclosed 
that  Deming  Smith  was  now  an  official 
member  of  the  Council  All  members  ex¬ 
pressed  pleasure  at  this  solution  because, 
as  the  chairman  announced,  there  would 
be  no  need  to  worry  about  any  lack  of  of¬ 
ficial  sound  effects  so  long  as  Smith  was  a 
permanent  fixture  in  the  body. 

THEY  LISTENED  ATTENTIVELY! 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  revision  of  the  constitution  repxxted 
lengthily  concerning  its  findings,  and  made 
numerous  suggestions  for  amendment.  All 
members  of  the  Council  listened  attentive¬ 
ly  to  the  sugestions,  and  promised  to  give 
—  them  careful  con  Side  satim  sg  that  they 
could  present  an  intelligent  discussion 
when  the  issues  were  to  be  voted  upon  at 
a  later  meeting. 

*  The  problem  of ’the  budget  was  then 
7  presented,  and  the  Council  spent  the  next 
hour  m  considering,  and  either  approving 
•  of  rejecting,  each  appropriation.  It  was 
noted  during  these  considerations  that 
every  member  of  the  group  possessed  a 
profound  knowledge  of  the  specific  re¬ 
quirements  of  each  organization  making  a

SHOOTERS  FROM 
COLLEGE  ENTER 
WEEK-END  MEET 

Co-Eds  Make  High  Score 
In  Three  Days'  Firing  at 
-  National  Guard  Armory 

*  High  scores  were  turned  in  last 
week-end  by  marksmen  from  San 
Francisco  Junior  College,  as  the 
three  day  rifle  matches  sponsored 
by  the  San  Francisco  Examiner, 
and  held  in  the  National  Guard 

Armory,  drew  tn  a  close. 

Making  a  score  of  192,  Dick  Pitman 
placed  himself  high  in  the  running  in  the 
individual  matches  at  50  meters.  In  re¬ 
cent  local  league  competition,  Pitman  has 
consistently  been  one  of  the  highest 
scorers. 

With  scores  of  191,  Betty  Hyde  and 
Virginia  Kwiatt  tied  in  the  prone  matches 
for  women  and  juniors,  and  will  probably 
be  listed  in  the  upper  brackets.when  final 
results  are  computed. 

Also  among  the  high  pointers  were 
Helen  Eltoff  and  Gail  Hanna,  who  turned 
in  scores  of  I  88.  These  women  had  only 
three  weeks  of  firing  practice  before  enter¬ 
ing  the  Examirwr  matches. 

Priscilla  Smith,  another  entry  from  the 
college's  rifle  team,  amassed  her  best  score 
to  date,  1 80. 

Two  teams  among  the  86  entered  in  the 
tuumamwxh  t:-ve  college  first  and  second 
squads  completed  their  firing  on -Friday 
night  The  firsts  achieved  a  fairly  good 
score  of  850,  while  results  of  the  second 
squad's  firing  have  not  yet  been  recorded.

week.  Schmidt  disclosed  that  the  grounds  have  been  cleared  v 
and  leveled  inlirvficipation  of  the  starting  of  final  construe-  • 
tion  plans,  which  are  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  near  future.  d 
"|  see  no  reason,"  Schmidt  said,  "for  placing  the  date  of 
actual  completion  of  the  new  college  further  ahead  than  the  # 
opening  of  the  spring  term  of  1938."  i< 

Schmidt's  statement  collaborated  with  that  of  President  ' 
Archibald  C.  Cloud  who,  in  an  address  to  the  incoming 
freshmen  at  the  beginning  of  this  semester,  also  said  that  e 
the  new  college  would  be  finished  within  the  year,  if  some  f 
unforeseen  difficulty  did  not  arise.  u  * 

Schmidt  said  that  the  reason  for  such  urgent  haste  in  the  f 
matter  was  realization  of  the  many  handicaps  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  now  in  attendance  at  the  junior  college  are  forced  to  < 

bear.  -  .  _  ~  -  t 

"Tho  superintendent' t  office  deeply  regrets  the  present  ■, 
arrangements,  which  force  the  student  to  spend  half  his  | 
day  traveling  from  one  class  to  the  other,  and  intends  to  , 
rectify  them  as  soon  as  possible  by  having  no  delays  in  the  i 
present  construction  plans,"  Schmidt  declared. 

Another  unsatisfactory  factor  in~the  present  arrange¬ 
ment  is  the  use  of  the  Extension  building  for  morning 
classes.  The  congested  metropolitan  area  is  not  conducive 

either  to  safety  or  quiet  study. 

"Powell  Street  is  certainly  not  the  ivy  covered  campus  of  I 
every  collegian's^reams,  and  we  realize  that  such  an  atmos- 1 
phere  hampers  the  establishment  of  any  tradition  surround¬ 
ing  our  college,"  said  Schmidt. 

'Tho  now  collogo,"  he  continued,  "will  provide  emple 
i  facilities  for  the  enlargement  of  all  types  of  activities  by 
having  a  large  athletic  field  end  gymnasium,  a  swimming 
I  pool,  an  adequate  auditorium  and  special  rooms  designed 
for  club  meetings." 

The  laboratory  equipment  for  tf>e  college  will  be  of  th.e 
’  best  and  most  modern  design,  and  will  allow  for  an  enlarge- 
4  ment  in  the  curricula  of  the  scientific  department  with 
|  special  provisions  being  made  for  science  majors.  .All  these 
laboratory  divisions  may  not  be  completed  at  the  planned 
i  opening  next  Spring,  but  they  will  be  incomplete  readiness 
!  for  the  following  semester,  if  present  plans  are  followed. 

Schmidt  said  that  the  superintendent's  office  was  in  no 
|  way  responsible7^  the  failure  of  the  city  to  live  up  to  the 
t  earlier  plaris  for  the  construction  of  a  junior  college  which 
d  would  have  had  the  buildings  completed  at  the  beginning 
6  of  this  semester,  but  blamed  lack  of  adequate  funds.  Ap- 

*  propriations  from  various  civic  and  federal  sources  have  in- 

*  sured  the  city  that  the  present  plans  will  not  be  halted  for 
i-  the  same  reason,  according  to  Schmidt 

"  "The  pressing  need  for  a  junior  college  in  this  com¬ 
munity  has  been  shown  by  the  rapid  growth  of  your  institu¬ 
tion/'  Schmidt  declared,  "and  the  city  officials  realize  that 
i-  it  would  be  no  waste  of  money  to  build  such  a  school.

Fed.  Project  Collection 
Acquired  as  Nucleus  tor 
Future  Student  Gallery 


Currently  sponsoring  a  Federal 
Art  Project  exhibition,  which  went 
on  display  yesterday  at  John  How¬ 
ell's  Book  Shop,  434  Post  Street, 
the  college  invites  all  students  to 
visit  the  gallery  free  of  charge, 
every  day  except  Sunday,  from  10  a.m. 
to  5  p.m.,  Helena  Turner,  collega  NYA 
director,  announced  yesterday. 

Exhibitions  will  include  a  group  ot 
modern  water  colors,  several  oil  paintings, 
an.d  some  etchings  and  lithographs  Col¬ 
lected  by  the  Federal  Art  Project,  under  ! 
the  supervision  of  the  United  States  Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Local  artists,  whose  efforts,  will  be  on 
exhibit,  include  Paul  Julias,  George  Post, 
Don  Kingman,  and  other  well  known  San 
Franciscans.  All  have  donated  their  time 
for  the  protect  and  their  painTmgs  aie 
property  of  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment. 

Richard  M.  Allman,  art  instructor  at 
the  junior  coljege,  said  ot  the  exhibit: 

"Tha  Fedaral  Government  hat  made  it- 
possible  for  the  collogo  to  procure  paint¬ 
ings  from  tha  exhibition  that  will  farm  tha 
nucleus  of  -a  permanent  collection.  I  do 
not  behove  that  wo  shall  bo  able  to  buy 
the  paintings  outright,  but  by  paying  a 
small  amount  to  cover  the  material  used, 
we  shall  ba  able  to  rant  them  for  an  in¬ 
definite  period." 

This  particular  exhibit,  which  is  the 
first  of  a  series,  will  last  at  least  three 
months,  or  as  long  as  student  interest 
continues.  The  rest  of  the  series  will 
probably  have  a  duration  of  from  two  to 
three  weeks 

"These  displays  will  be  a  benefit  te  the 
i  art  students  ot  the  junior  college,  giving 
j  them  a  chance  to  study  the  works  of  local 
contemporary  artists,"  Allman  said.  "Thit 
it  tha  first  rim*  that  tha  National  Gov- 
arnmant  hat  tuhsidixad  art  to  such  a  groat 
extant,  and  the  result  will  to  worth 
watching." 

While  on  the  subiect  of  art,  Allman 
said  - 

"There  it  a  fine  fresco  being  done  by 
Lucian  Lebault,  director  of  the  California 
>  School  ot  Design,  at  tha  Beach  Chalet. 
This  fresco  is  in  a  surealist  style,  but  is 
net  the  extreme  type  at  surealism."

San  Francisco  will  again  play  the  host 
to  the  entire  world  as  she  did  in  1915. 
The  past  celebration  proved  a  great  suc¬ 
cess,  but  the  one  to  be  held  in  1939  is- 
expected  to  be  far  greater,  because  of  the 
marked  advancements  and  improvements 
of  mankind  in  the  last  twenty-five  "ye»r* 
As  Kathleen  Norris  once  said  "There  are 
only  three  Story  cities  in  the  world — New 
York,  New  Orleans,  and  best  of  all,  San 
Francisco."  The  coming  events  Witt  be  the 
foundation  and  background  of  many  fa- 
ous  stories,  as  was  the  great  Exposition 
held  in  191 5.  1  ; . 

Some  twenty-five  years  ago,  the  Pan¬ 
ama  Canal  was  opened  to  world  traffic.  In 
celebration  of  rite  completion  ot  the 


world's  largest  canal,  an  exposition,  was 
held  in  San  Francisco  from  February  20 
to  December  4,  1915.  -  -  - - 

The  exposition  was  the  third  of  its  class 
ever  held  in  the  United  States,  and  the 
San  Francisco  location,  near  the  Presidio, 
was  decided  by  Congress  in  1911,  with 
New  Orleans  a  close  contender. 

In  order  to  finance  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition,  the  citizens  of 
San  Francisco  raised  $7,500,000  by 
popijjir  subscription.  The  State  df  Cali¬ 
fornia  was  able  to  collect  an  additional- 
$5,000,000  by  a  special  tax. .  The  total 
expenditure  amounted  to  $50,000,000  as 
compared  to  $40,000,000  for  the  1939 
Exposition.  ^ 


Just  within  the  Golden  Gate  on  the 
San  Francisco  water  front,  a  plot  of  land 
635  acres  was  selected  for  theTaitV  tT  vfiS' 
three  miles  long  and  from  one-third  to 
one-half  miles  wide,  and  two  miles  from 
the  business  center  of  the  city.  The 
grounds  were  divided  into  three  sections 
In  the  center,  there  were  eleven  great  ex¬ 
hibit  palaces,  and  Festival  Hall.  On  the 
West  there  were  the  pavilions  df  Fdreign 
Nations  and  of  the  States  of  the  Urn  on. 
There  was  also  a  Live  Stock  Exhibit  Build-  * 
ing,  a  face  track,  covering  65  acres,  an 
aviation  field,  and  drill  grounds.  On  the 
East  there  were  pavilions  for  amusement

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TRACED  TO  LACK  OF  CONSIDERATION 

Editorials,  it  seems,  must  find  fault  with  something  that 
is  existing  and  suggest  a  possible  remedy.  As  weeks  pass,  it 
becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  find  things  of  which  to 
complain,  but  there  is  one  great  fault  which  seems  to  be  pos¬ 
sessed  by  almost  every  junior  college  student,  and,  despite 
any  number  of  suggested  remedies,  it  will  continue  to  exist 
unless  curbed  by  the  individual  himself. 

This  fault  is  lack  of  consideration.  Practically  every 
major  difficulty  arising  in  the  junior  college  may  be  traced, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  this  failure  to  think  of  others,  a 
fault  which  is'prevalent  among  college  students. 

Consider,  for  example,  the  difficulty  of  .conducting  a 
class  in  those  rooms  at  the  Extension  building  that  happen 
to  overlook  Powell  Street.  Certain  students  gather  in  front 
of  the  building  and  proceed  to  shout  as  loudly  as  they  pos¬ 
sibly  can,  making  it  impossible  for  instructors  to  conduct 
their  classes.  It  is  hard  enough  to  cope  with  the  noise  of 
cable  cars,  trucks  and  similar  necessary  disturbances,  with¬ 
out  having  the  aclded  difficulty  of  student  manufactured 
furor.  •  • 

In  defense  of  the  accused,  itmight  be  said  that  there  are 
not  many  other  placed  where  they  may  gather  between, 
classes.  Even  so,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  cannot  conduct 
themselves  as  civilized  col  lege  students,  instead  of  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  pack  of  wild  Indians  or  a  group  of  over-developed 
Tarzans.  . 

,  Ordinary  conversation  does  not  make  itself  heard  on  the 
top  floor,  but  blood  curdling  cries  and  lusty  salutations  do. 
For  the  sake  of  the  instructor  who  is'  trying  "to  hold  the 
attention  of  a  class,  and  any  student  who  may  be  trying  to 
learn  as  much  as  he  can  of  a  subject,  those  responsible  for 
distractions  should  try  to  control  their  abundant  supply  of 
energy  or  else  to  exert  the  energy  to  better  advantage. 

Think  of  the  other  person.  Develop  consideration  for 
the  rights  of  others,  and  remember  that  the  Golden  Rule  is 
still  a  good  one  to  follow.

This  by  way  of  preface  t0  the  comma 
Igor  Stravinsky  concert  of  March  23  jn  the 
Civic  Auditorium : 

It  has  long  been  the  pet  holaby  of  manv 
to  shout  about  modern  music  It  should 
be  everyone's,  especially  all  those  youthful 
artists  of  today.  After  all,  it  Is  the  pro<j. 
uct  of  this  age.  Sometimes  one  may  f0|. 
low  false  gods,  after  those  who  dash  onfi's 
hopes  to  the  ground  in  their  search  f0r 
sensation.  But,  with  a  sane  eye  and  ear 
one  may,  with  experience,  sense  what  is 
great  in  this  day. 

The  cheap  is  obvious,  the  insincere 
wears  away  so  quickly!  Be  assured;  great¬ 
ness  never  hides  itself  with  shambles.  No 
eager  creator  of  today,  has  entered  into  art 
and  created  in  the  style  of  the  classic 
masters.  There  is  no  art  that  lives  for  to¬ 
morrow  that  does  not  speak  its  phrfosophy 
in  a  new  language,  with  a  fresh  interpre¬ 
tation. 

Igor  Stravinsky  is  not  only  a  key  figure 
in  the  music  written  since  T900,  but,  like 
Pablo  Picasso/  he  is  a  great  creator  as  well. 

To  discuss  his  music  thoroughly  would 
take  much  more  spacejhan  this  column 
allows. 

Of  the  three  periods  in  which  i  ,  com- . 
positions  range  themselves,  The”  Sym¬ 
phony  of  the  Psalms/  which  he  is  to  con 
duct  in  San  Francisco,  belongs  to  the  third. 
The  Ballet  Russe,  recently  here,  did  one 
of  the  ballets  from  the  first  period,  Pe- 
trouchka.  Of  the  second  period  the  Pro 
Arte  Quartet,  here  last  summer,  played  a 
set  of  three  pieces  for  strings.  The  Sym¬ 
phony  is  the  best,  if  not  the  greatest  work 
of  Stravinsky.  It  calls  for  an  orchestra 
withioul  first  or  second  violins,  and  a  large 
chorus.  It  is  in  three  movements,  each 
movement  tyavTng  a  goodly  portion  of 
choral  music.  The  first  movement  is  a 
Prelude  using  verses  13  and  14  of  the 
"  Psalm  38  of  David.  The  second  /movement 
is  a  double  fugue,  the  orchestrahavThg-  - 
one  theme,  the  chorus  a  second  The  last 
movement  is  an  Allegro  Symphomque  us¬ 
ing  Psalm  1 50. 

In  his  autobiography,  Stravinsky  ex¬ 
plains  why  he  used  Latin  words  for  the 
chorus.  The  language,  being  a  compara¬ 
tively  "dead"  one,  caused-Siiayi:  Ay  to 
feel  he  could  treat  it  quite  freely  n  his 
musical  treatment.  And  those  who  have 
heard  dr  will  hear  the  work  when  it  it  done 
here,  must  realize  that  in  it  Stravinsky  has 
attempted  a  religious  work  of  the  highest 
order. 

There  is  a  sense  of  that  unspoken  ardour 
that  one  feels  when  entering  a  church — 
that  sixth  sense  that  is  more  fear  than 
thrill.  Stravinsky-leaves  unsaid  thu >  *:ch  _ 
it  would  be  impossible  to  say.  Thus  results 
a  work  which  satisfies  by  leaving  unbound¬ 
ed  that  which  may  be  only  aroused  -VentJy- 
in  the  individual.  An  amazing  example  is 
found  in  the  second  movement  when  a 
brief- passage  for  piano  fills  up  a  deep 
abyss  of  gloomy  feeling.  Surely,  if  Stra¬ 
vinsky  had  written  nothing  mor .""this 
symphony  would stand  him  well  beside  the 
masters! 

And  you  will  find  that  in  his  doing  away* 
with  the  violins  he  obtains  a  stark  richness 
and  color  that  would  have  been  impossible 
with  the  regular  symphony  orchestra

In 
giving  a  tuberculin  test,  the  doctor  injects_aJiquid  called 
tuberculin  into  the  skin.  Later,  by  the  appearance  of  the 
skin  around  the  injection,  he  can  tell  whether  or  not  the 
germs  of  tuberculosis  have  previously  entered  the  body.

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  story  was  written  and  ready  for  publication  in  The  Guards¬ 
man  for  March  10,  1917.  Instead,  another  story  was  made  possible  through  the  cooperation 
of  Walter  C.  Schmidt,  assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  story  introduced  a 
month  of  swift  action  on  the  part  of  civic  and  educational  circles.  Excerpts  from  it,  and  from 
those  which  carried  the  campaign  along  until  it  reached  its  climax  of  accomplishment  with 
the  announcement  of  Ground  Breaking  Day,  next  Sunday,  are  reprinted  elsewhere  in  this 
Ground  Breaking  issue  of  The  Guardsman.

Institution  without  campus  or  buildings,  San  Francisco  Junior  College  is  now  in 
its  fourth  semester  of  existence,  apparently  established  in  the  eyes  of  San  Francisco 
as  a  highly  desirable,  almost  necessary  educational  plant.  The  campus  has  now  been 
provided,  and,  according  to  indications,  the  buildings  will  soon  be  in  the  process  of 
construction. 

Establishment  of  the  college  as  a  part  of  the  high  school  district  was  made  by 
unanimous  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  on  February  15,  1935,  cli¬ 
maxing  what  was  said  to  have  been  a  derhand  of  ten  years'  duration.  There  was  and 
is  hope  that  eventually  a  separate  junior  college  district  will  be  formed,  taking  the 
institution  out  of  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  high  school  district. 

Concurrihg  in  opinion  with  Robert  Gordon  Sproul,  president  of  the  University  of 
California,  Edwin  A  Lee,  then  superintendent  of  schools,  in  San  Francisco,  appointed 
Archibald  J.  Cloud,  then  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent,  and  for  30  years  actively  en¬ 
gaged  jn  public  education  in  San  Francisco,  as  president  of  the  new  institution. 

Working  with  Merton  C.  Hill,  director  of  admissions  at  the  University  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  who  was  appointed  by  FVesident  Sproul  to  act  H  coordinator  between  the  uni¬ 
versity  and  the  junior  college.  Cloud  selected  a  faculty  ot successful  educators  for  his 
new  institution.

In  thje  issue  of  November  1  3,  1 935,  one  reads  that  two  locations  were  suggested 
One  was  the  old  Calvary  Cemetery  at  Masonic,  Geary,  and  Turk  streets.  Those  San 
Franciscans  who  know  the  history,  either  fact  or  fancy,  of  this  historic  spot — well, 
need  more  be  said,  other  than  that  a  general  taboo  bn  even  talking  of  the  place  seems 
tobe  existent?  The  other  proposed  location  was  in  the  Sunset  District,  where  the  Board 
of  Education  was  reported  to  have  owned  four  blocks  of  land  at  22nd  Avenue  and 
Qumtara  Street. 

The  September  27  issue  of  that  year  carried  a  feature  story  telling  how  students 
of  the  junior  college  were  gradually,  yet  firmly,  usurping  the  traditional *rights  of  the 
pigeons  of  Union  Square,  humorously  remarking  that  the  situation  offered  a  grave 
problem  to  the  City  Fathers,  as  it  became  imminent  that  students  intended  making 
the  park  part  of  the  San  Francisco  school  system 

One  week  later,  brief  bulletins  said:  « 

"To  San  Francisco  has  been  allocated  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  repairing, 
completing,  and  building  of  schools  by  the  four  billion  dollar  federal  loan.  » 

"That  the  vacant  building  directly  opposite  540  Powell  may  be  rented  for  extra 
lunior  college  classes  was  rumored  late  yesterday 

"A  decision  from  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  location  for  the  proposed  junior 
college  building  is  expected  in  the  near  future  (it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  'de¬ 
cision'  did  not  come  until  February  f2,  1936!) 

"Mayoral  candidates  for  the  forthcoming  city  election  are  making  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  junior  college  building  a  major  plank  in  their  platforms."  < Did  the  plank  have

President  C.  Harold  Caulfield  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  quoted  in  the  Octo¬ 
ber  1  8,  1 935,  issue  as  saying  that  the  Sunset  District  property  was  "the  only  property 
belonging  to  the  city  which  is  suitable  for  a  modern  college  campus."

Her  talk,  keyed  to  the  student  viewpoint, 
discussed  the  problem  of  whether  or  not 
art  may  be  made  a  vocation,  or  whether 
it  must  be  carried  on  by  people  who  have 
other  means  of  earning  their  livelihood. 
Miss  Davis  said  that,  with  a  few  notable 
exceptions,  few  artists  are  able  to  make 
fine  art  their  vocation,  ‘  the  commercial 
fifld  offering  the  greatest  opportunities  to 
ambitious  men  and  women.  This  does  not 
mean.  Miss  Davis  said,  that  one  cannot 
make  a  valuable  contribution  to  art,  as 
evidenced  by  the  lives  of  some  of  the  most 
important  modern  painters.  Many  of  the 
greatest  artists  have  had  to  paint  in  their 
free  time,  while  others  could  devote  all 
their  time  to  art  only  because  they  had 
some  economic  security.. 

Miss  Davis  later  divided  painting  into 
two  classes;  first,  decorative  painting, 
which  is  chiefly  concerned  with  pictorial 
beauty,  and  because  of  this  is  the  mere 
enjoyed  by  the  public;  second,  propa¬ 
gandist  art,  which  sacks  to  point  th#  way 
to  social  reform. 

CONDUCTS  GROUP 

At  the  end  of  the  lecture,  Charles 
Lindstrom,  member  of  the  museum  staff, 
conducted  the  group  through  the  other 
exhibits,  notably  the  exhibit  of  art  proc¬ 
esses  which  displayed  the  various  materials 
used  in  the  different  types  of  art,  with 
examples  of  the  finished  pieces.  Engravings, 
lithographs,  aquatints,  water  colors,  oils, 
frescoes,  and  mosaics  were  displayed  in 
this  exhibit,  which  was  of  particular  help 
and  interest  to  arf  students.

According  to  Alexander  Pope,  "a  little  knowledge  is  a 
dangerous  thing,"  yet  at  the  close  of  each  semester,  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  of  students  who  entered  with  the  idga  of  com- 
pleting  two  years  of  work,  leaves  college  with  but  a  quarter 
of  that  work  finished. 

Each  student  has  his  own  reason  for  leaving.  The  most 
prevalent  one  iafpoor  grades.  One  student,  usually  unac¬ 
quainted  with  the  junior  college  system,  will  receive  low 
marks  in  most  of  his  studies.

It  now  appears  that  Gaetano  Me- 
rola  and  the  board  of  directors  are  as 
conservative  as  they  are  sure  of  them¬ 
selves.  Nothing  later  than  Puccini  is  to  be 
presented.  Many  old  and  established  fa¬ 
vorites  are  to  be  repeated.  In  an  interest¬ 
ing  and  creative  age,  a  pat  organization 
has  again  played  safe  by  staying  near  home 
base. 

Lakme,  Manon,  T raviata,  Rigoletto,  Lo¬ 
hengrin — these  make  up  the  main  season. 
Tristan  und  Isolde  will  be  repeated  from 
last  season — Flagstad  and  Melchior  creat¬ 
ing  the  lovers  as  few  singers  can  or  have. 
Fritz  Reiner  will  again  conduct  the  Wag¬ 
ner.  And  the  season  will  be  another  regu¬ 
lar,  but  sterling  repetition  of  the  last  five, 
seasons  of  local  opera. 

It  now  appears  that  some  radical 
changes  should  take  place  before  the  1 938 
season.  The  San  Francisco  Opera  Com¬ 
pany  is  certain  of  sell-out  houses,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  it  chooses  to  present.  This  has 
been  proved  on  many  occasions.  Why,

Among  the  incredible  occurrences  of 
the  last  few  seasons  has  been  the  produc-, 
tion  of  only  one  opera  by  Strauss,  and  that 
the  one-act  Salome.  And  it  seems  equally 
incredible  that  such  a  Singer  as.  Lottie 
Lehman  should  have  been  given  lesser 
roles  to  sing,  when  her  fame  for  certain 
other  roles  is  international.  Again,  why  the 
repeated  appearances  and  re-engagements 
of  men  like  Martinelli,  who  are  no  longer 
the  great  singers  that  they  were?  Is  it  not 
about  time  that  certain  changes  are  made 
either  in  policy  or  in  personnel?  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  is  surely  big  enough  musically  to 
demand  higher  and  more  meaty  fare  than 
has  been  handed  out  these  fifteen  years. 

Why  must  a  financial  success,  which 
Mr.  Merola  and  company  have  realized,  go 
hand  in  hand  with  conservatism  of  a -radi¬ 
cal  sort?  This  is  an  age-old  question  and 
one  that  needs  little!  answer  in  this  instant. 
It  needs  must  appear  that  in  working  for. 
ideals  and  for  success,  the  world  has  sped 
by  Mr.  Merola  and  his  compatriots,  and 
-left  them  under  thc^delusioq  that  playing 
safe  and  depending  on  the  popular  is  a 
necessity  and  part  and  parcel  of  success.

States." 

Parker  has  published  numerous  articles 
in  educational  and  historical  journals.  He 
is  now  editing  a  valuable  manuscript  writ¬ 
ten  by  Larkin  in  1831.  The  significance 
of  this  letter  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  proves 
historians  in  error  for  assuming  that  Lar¬ 
kin  was  in  New  England  in  1831,  when, 
as  the  letter  shows,  he  was  stifl  in  North 
Carolina.  The  manuscript  will  appear  in 
the  September  issue  of  the  California  His¬ 
torical  Society  Quarterly.  . _
